STHE LEG BUSINESS™
Fraom the Galaxy for August

I hasten to assure the reader who panses
over the title of this paper curiously, that it
does not relate to anybody’s patent appli-
ances for providing artificial legs for poor sol-
diers and sailors who have accidentally lost
those limbs., It relates toa phase of the
dramatic art. The “leg business,” a8 known
to managers, players, and dramatists, is the
game thing that is known to the outer world
as the ‘naked drama.”

Two classes of “female’ performers are
asgociated with the naked drama, so called,
The first are a legitimale branch of the
theatrioal profession, and in their way are as
truly artists as are musicians or actors who
use their intellects. They are the ballst
dancers. The theatre as legitimately deals in
musio and dancing 88 it does in  tragedy or
comedy. Hence, the ballet is and always has
been as fresly recognized by the most cultured
peoples (when they approve of the theatre at
all) as any other feature of the mimic world.
For the dancvers of the legitimate ballet 1—
who kmow them as a class well—have a
thorough respect.

They are & hard-working, ill-paid body of
women, not unfrequently the sole support of
entire families, aud their moral characters are
not one whit affected by their line of bosiness.
The admiring public who sees the pretty pic-
ture they make on the stage, little knows the
physical fatigue which these poor girls encoun.
ter in return for a few dollars a week gulory
from the manager, and an illibersl judgment
at the hands of the audience. Faw men work
80 hard as the ballet-girl—the coryplie, who,
by half-past eight in the morning, is at the
theatre, clad in ganze and silk webbing, prac-
tising  piroueties, entrechats, the toe torture,
and other inquisitorial exercises. 1 have sesn
thess girls practise from nine o’clock in the

morning until balf-past twelve, almost
without oessation, then take a hurriad
Innch, sometimes  eating it  while
standing  shivering  in their  thin
elnthing; in a drapghty space behind the
“flats,’” only to begin their labor again at

half-past ope, and so continue till five, This
is for the matines performance; at half-past
geven that of the night commences, finighing,
perhaps, at eleven, Then come undressing,
re-dressing, folding, and laylog away their
stage parapheroalls; for, even if not nuturally
tidy (and tidiness is the rale with them—the
exceptions rare), thess girls must, for econo-
my's suke, be careful of their clothing., And
go, long after midnight, the tired creatures,
often laden with heavy bundles, creep list
leasly into street cars, to be stared at by rude
men, or, still worse, drag lhome through the
deserted streets;, alone and aoprotected, at
the risk of being mistaken for traviaius of the
lowest grade.

With the dancer who has passed the chiryan-
lis ballet-girl stage, and is now a full-fledgad,
butterlly premidre, with her name large-lettered
in the bills, and her engagement-papers
stamped and signed at the lawyer's, the road
iz not go atony. There are still briers in Ler

atl, nndonbtedly; prim respectability shrinks
om her contact, and the thorns of Paritagism
openly lacerate her tender flesh.

I amn far from placing the ballet-girl in the
game rank with an intelleotual playver; but
there are grades of quality in all felds, Bhe
{s a dancer, and loves dancing ns an art, That
pose into which she now throws herself with
such abandon {8 not avile pandering 1o the
taste of those giggling men In the orchastra-
gtalls, but is an effort whioh, to har idea, {5 44
loving o tribute to a beloved art a8

have seen these woman barst into tears on
leaving the stage heoanse they had observed
men i;ll:izlalng among themselves, rolling
their eyos about, and avidently making uo-
worlhy comments on the pretty --raamr.e- be-
fore them, whose whole soul, and whose whole
body, too, was for the hour lovingly ;;ivu:!
over to Terpsichore. ¢414 s they who are bad,
sald Mademoiselle B, fo me the other night;
#i4 {s pot. we.”' Those uen who bave impure
thoughts are the persons on whom censure
m‘& fall—not ppon the devolees of an ar
L]

which the danoers love and embody to the beat
of their ability; and withont any more Liea
Impurity becauke of ‘the dress, whioh In bot
the vonventional and the only practieable one,
than senlptors or painters have whén they ase
the female figure ng & medinm 0 convey their
[deas of postry to the outulde world.

Hut there {s one set of exponents of the
“‘maked drama’ on whom I am willing to jein
with the general publioc in lsnneching every
‘possible inveotive of censure and reprosch. |1
Tuean thoss women whoare “nelther fish, leph,
nor fowl,’ of the theatrical vreation, who are
neithor potrenses, dancers, pantomimists, nor
ba'let-girls, but who enjoy a delabrity more
"idel,"ﬁpl‘?ﬂl' than any of these—all I--gili-
mate artista in their way—counld hops to
attain, It i8 uvoplensant to mention navwes:
it is disagreeable and even dangerous to do
go; bLnt when such women as Corn Pearl,
Vestvali, Menken, Kate Figher, and their
lke, are insolent enough to invade the stuge,
and involve fn the obloguy which falls on
them hundreds of pure and good women,
it is time for wven the most tolerant critic
to express disapprobation. Whatever the
private character of thede women may be—
hewever good, however bud—we are justiflad
from thelr public exhibitions in denouncing
them as shamsless and unworthy. [t 15 troe,
thoy make wore money than any other class
of  “performers;” more money than the
poetic Edwin Booth; infinitely wore than the
intollectual K. L. Davenport.  Stifle consol-
ence, honor, and decency, and mere motiey-
moking {8 easy work. These women are not
devoteus of any art. With the exception of
Vestvali—a failure on every lyrio stage, both
in Europe and America-~they do nol act,
dance, sing, or mime; but they habit them-
gelves in a way which s attractive to an in
dolicate taste, and their ineficiency in other
regards I8 overlooked. With the public les
the power to correct this evil.

And yet some of these women, even thoss of
the olass I have just mentioned, Lhave aspira.
tions for higher things, T'he last play which
I prepared for the stage had for its heroine a
womnn of tender feelings, holy passions, such
as every author loves to paint.  After its pro-
duction I had many applicants for the pur-
ohase af copies, as il was not known that the
actress who originally played the piece had
obtained the exclusive right to its production.
Among the applivants wag a person whose
name 18 thoronghly associated with the Ma-
seppa, Uﬁ‘-’. :{IH“UIR, Jack -‘H’h!r]-ﬂr.'l' s-i»lmnl. nml
noneother, Iwasastonished that sucha woman
ghould care for such a part.  What sympathy
had the Zyench Spy with a Leroine tearful,

sullering, and sell-denying? What was the
chastening  influence of aneuizh  aud re-

pentance to Jack Sheppard aud hiz jolly pals
who “fake away' so0 obatreperonsly in the
burden of the chorus and the pockets of the
unwary? I could mot help expressing my
astonizshiment at this seemivg Inconsistency to
& person who was soquainted with my appli-
cant, for 1 was not. ““Well, you see,”” replied
he, referring to her familiarly by her petit nom,
*‘Leo hates the log bosiness as much as any-
body, but, bless you, nothing else pays nowa-
days: g0 what ean she do?”?

The ‘leg business’ is a business whioll re-
quires legs. That these should be naturally
symmetrical §s desirable, Lot not indispen-
sabla, for the art of padding has reached such
perfection that nature has almost been dis-
tanced, and stands, Dblushing at her own in-
completeness, in the background. New York
van boast some artistic “padders,” and if you
are curious to kuow where they live, what
their prices are, ste., you can go to any
green-room and find their business cards
stuck about in the frames of the looking-
glnsses, in the joints of the gas burners, and
sometimes lying on the top of the sacred
cast-case iteelf.  Btrange to say, however,
that Holy of Holies, the ecity of Philadelphia,
bears off the palm in the pad-makiong
art. Thua the New Jersey railways are fre-
guently enriched by the precions freight of
penitential  Mazeppas, golng on  pilgrim-
ages to the padding Mecca, It is generally
suppored that padding is only employed in
the enlarging and beaulifying of the call of
the leg, but this is a mistake. Such little
inaccuracies as knock-knees and bow-legs,
trifling errata in nature’s original edition,
remarkable for their frequency in the human
family,especially in those misguided members
of it who have rashly chosen the stage as
a vouation; are nimbly rectified by the pad-
professor. Isaw a letter from one of these
the other day, which may be worth producing
here for the sake of its lndicrousness, That
it is a gemuine document, I pledge my wourd.
It ran thus 1—

PHILADELFIA.
Mas:~Them tites is finished your noes will
be ull U K when you get them on, Bad figgers
18 all plaid out now they will caust 9 dollers,

It wonld seem that the nine dollars eapital,
a couple of yards of white muslin, and tho
outer *4ites’ are all that is required of the
followers of the Mazeppa gchool. Of personal
Leauty, they have often little; of intellectn-
ality, of comprehension, of grace, genlus,
poetry, less; and of talent, none. When the
part they portray calls for the speaking of
words, we lilt our bhands in blank astonish-
ment that any creature with andacity enough
to assume such a posltion, can have so little
ability to f11 it

The money the Mageppas make is some-
thing quite astonizhing, Ten thousand dollars
Yehare'” for a month's engagement wis paid,
but a ghort time ago, to one of the wmost at-
tractive of the “French Spies,”” In less than
two months after, she was obliged to borrow
money o pay her hotel bill, “Easy come,
easy go,'' 13 o proverb which must have been
made for these wowmen, It is not strange, per-
hiaps, that they should have Implicit faith in
the potency of King Greenbaok, and oifer him
with little delivacy to gain that always-desired
end—{lattering comments in the newapapers.
I have an editorial friend, of an extremely
congclentions turn of mind, who was coolly
aeked by a Mazeppa if he would mot take up
Lthe |'ui|.b" s of criticisi for Lgr, as aguingt
another loval paper, at the same time drawing
from her pocket an immense rollof bills, and
agking Lim to “take whal he wanted.'” He
complied with her request; for Le wanted
nothing that savored of bribery, and he took
Ywhat he wanted."

There are those who understand rather bot-
ter the delivate art of ndwinistering the critio-
douceur. One gudh, on coming to New York
for the first twe, Liearing that o mollify Mug-
ging was indispensable to her puoccess, sat
down, after much deliberation, and mailed
him o black letter, or blnokmailed him o white
I. letter, Iuclosing a ffty dollar Lill, and a traus-

Openings for
women are fow enough, as governesses, and
sehookmistresses, and ahirtmakere, and ‘hoop-
skirt drudges will testity. Bat worse slavery
than any of these, or even than that of the
factory-giris in thie Lowsll milly, ts the thenl-
dom ol . walting 1o b warried to have onk's
bosrd and lodging pald. A woman ahonld
have her destiny in her own hands A8 vom-
pletely ax a mno has Tils, and the firet boon
that should be voucshsafed her is the happy
kuowliedge that, before she lies down at night,
she may really thank here Maker, and not her
htisband, for haviug given her this day her
duily Vbread.  The siage, éven in its poorest-
p;nl:i departments, will permitthis; and there.
fore | cnunot feel that 1 am wrong In  advoua-
ting its adopliom by honest-minded, well-
behaved, and intelligent young women.

The dinma, for good or bad, 18 an immensa
PoOwer, I agree with Harry Cornwall when
Lie says there ¢ nothing in lght iiteratnre so
powerinl, and that there ia & greater scope for
exoelence in this than in any other branch of
Hiterature. “For it cught to embody the genluy
of oratory with the poetic spirit; the soaring
of the lyrdo with eple majesty; the sentiment
romance; the music of song; the strength
and Indignation of sative; with the moral that
sbould belong to all"

It {8 for the people to determine whethor
this shall be. If they will but give their sup-
port to this specius ot dramatic entertuinment,
there s Hitle doubt thal earnest eflorts to inr-

ikl such will be made, But the mulo-
rity will always triumph: An Awmerican
mauager conld scarceély be an Amerioan, if
with him the god-like voice were not that of
the masa. It sball be as Mr. Mass says.
Kither ballet, or heroic verse; the *leg Dbusi-
negs’ or the brain business; and the paid
money will Indicate the made choles, Do not
expect more gelf-denying virtue from Doxlettey
of the theatre than from Stoxjobber of Wall
street, DLoth want money, and both will
“make' it, 1 am far from being the apologist
of the manager, be it understood. The same
apology can be made for the Mazeppis thém-
gelves. The whole thing is in the last degree
disreputable, but the only rewedy lies in
making the tide of public oplolon set agaiust
it—as I Lelieve it uitimately will.
